Just  the  other  day  1  received  an  invitation 
to  the  Interchurch  World  meeting  to  be  held  in 
Jackson  for  the  purpose  of  organising  the  Inter- 
church  World  Movement  in  Misaisslppi.  This 
movement  proposes  to  take  over  the  work  of 
directing  the  religious  affairs  of  the  state  and  so 
directing  them  that  ultimately  there  will  be  no 
Baptist  denomination.  Thla  movement  is  backed 
by  millions  of  dollars. 

There  is  but  one  way  to  combat  it,  and  that 
is  to  organise  to  do  our  work  in  such  a  way 
that  there  will  neibther  be  time  nor  place  for 
such  an  undertaking. 

And  that  Is  just  what  we  are  doing  In  Baptist 
ranks  in  Mississippi.  One  of  the  main  things 
which  they  propose  to  do  is  to  make  a  survey  of 
the  state  so  as  to  discover  religious  needs.  In 
this  we  have  already  preceded  them,  for  we 
made  a  survey  in  our  ohurch  to  church  campaign 
last  spring  of  forty  counties.  And  we  propose  to 
make  it  more  comprehensive  and  far  reaching 
next  spring  when  we  put  on  our  church-to-church 
campaign  for  enlistment  and  to  assist  the 
churches  to  underwrite  their  local  church  ex¬ 
penses. 

But  this  work  cannot  be  done  unless  strees  is 
lal  on  State  Missions. 

If  our  pastors  and  churches  will  give  proper 
stress  to  State  isslons  we  can  puMt  on  a-program 
and  carry  through  a  8tate  Mission  work  that 
will  Insure  not  only  that  our  sUte  will  remain  in 
the  Baptist  column,  but  that  It  will  become  more 
intensely  Baptlstlc. 

The  Convention  set  as  our  task  this  year 
$60,000.00  but  since  tbe  meeting  of  the  conven¬ 
tion  the  Baptist  76  Milllton  Campaign  has  been 
launched  and  the  Campaign  Headquarters  Com¬ 
mittee  at  Nashville  has  asked  us  to  finance  the 
campaign.  This  will  require  at  least  an  addition¬ 
al  $26,000,000  And.  under  the  stress  of  this  new 
age  we  have  made  larger  appropriations  than 
heretofore.  Hence  It  Is  going  to  take  right  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $100,000.00  to  meet  our  SUte 
Mission  needs  this  year. 

'  Whatever  is  given  to  State  Missions  goes  on 
the  76  Million  Fund.  Let  every  church  bear  this 
In  mind.  Whatever  a  church  gives  to  8Ute  Mis¬ 
sions  Is  to  be  credited  on  Its  quoU  in  the  76 
Million  Drive. 

I  feel  that  all  I  need  do  Is  to  mention  those 
facts.  Our  people  have  always  responded  liberally 
to  every  call  I  have  made.  I  believe  that  they 
believe  that  I  am  going  to  do  my  very  best  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  State  Missions  so  that 
every  dollar  given  will  be  used  to  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  the  kingdom.  I  believe  that  they  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  Board  which  they  have  elected  In 
their  associational  meetings  will  conscientiously 
'  do  their  very  beat  in  the  administration  of  the 
money  given  for  State  Missions.  And  believing 
this  I  feel  sure  that  every  pastor  In  the  state 
will  present  this  cause  to  his  people  and  that 
every  Baptist  in  the  state  will  do  his  duty.  Under 
Ood  1  am  trusting  In  the  BaptlsU  of  this  state  to 
tae  carke  of  the  cause  of  Christ  here  at  home. 

I  have  said  thla  much  for  tbe  reason  that  we 
hare  on  hand  the  work  of  the  Baptist  76  Million 
Campaign  and  every  force  at  our  command  is 
marshalled  for  that  Usk.  1  have  been  made  di¬ 
rector  and  organiser  and  am  giving  myself  wholly 
to  this  work.  Hence  it  will  not  be  possible  for  me 
to  give  the  time  to  8tate  Missions  that  I  have 
been  giving  each  year.  I  am  counting  on  every 


Baptist  to  do  his  fnll  duty  without  having  to  be 
urged.

HOW  THE  tXH'NTKY  PAHTOK  LINED  UP 
HIM  FLOCK 


(By  L.  R.  Scarborough) 

One  of  the  most  Interesting  and  thrilling  la-v 
stances  of  how  a  rural  pastor  has  lined  up  the 
people  of  his  congregation  in  the  Baptist  76 
Million  Campaign  comes  from  Kentucky  where 
at  tbe  meeting  of  tbe  Concord  association  the 
men  of  the  small  country  church  at  Squlreavlll*. 
present  at  the  association.  In  response  to  the  sail 
of  their  pastor,  pledged  to  gtve  $4660  to  the 
Campaign. 

This  church,  which  was  host  to  the  associa¬ 
tion  has  never  gone  Into  the  support  of  the  king¬ 
dom  Interests  In  a  large  way  before.  It  is  looatefT 
twelve  miles  from  a  railroad  and  hap  preaching 
services  only  once  a  month.  But  forty  men  of 
that  rhurch  were  In  attendance  upon  the  session 
of  the  association,  In  response  to  the  appeal  of 
the  pastor,  Rev.  J.  A.  Lee,  and  when  the  Issues 
of  the  campaign  were  presented  the  pastor  call¬ 
ed  upon  all  the  men  In  the  congregation  to  oome 
forward  and  pledge  God  and  their  association 
what  they  would  do  In  the  campaign.  One  by 
one  these  brethren  announced  what  they  would 
do  and  when  the  total  of  their  pledgee  had  been 
tabulated  It  was  found  that  the  amount  was 
$4660,  many,  many  times  as  much  as  the  church 
had  given  to  all  kingdom  purposes  for  years 
The  women  and  children  are  to  be  heard  from 
still. 

Brother  I-ee  is  the  pastor  of  another  fourth- 
time  church  at  Poptar  Grove,  five  miles  from  a 
railroad,  and  while  It  has  not  been  used  to  do 
things  for  the  Master  on  a  |prge  scale  before  that 
church  has  already  agreed,  to  contribute  $9.d00 
to  the  campaign  and  tbe  time  for  pushing  sub- 
scrlptipns  Is  yet  thret  months  away. 

A  worthy  country  widow  living  In  this  portion 
,  of  Kentucky  has  agreed  to  give  $6,000  to  the 
campaign.  This  is  not  only  more  than  a  tenth  of 
her  annual  Income  but  Is  considerably  more  than 
a  tenth  of  all  her  property. 

There  are  vast  sources  of  wealth  In  the  coun¬ 
try  churches  which  have  never  been  reached 
with  a  forcible,  impelling  appeal  for  the  Master's 
work  In  all  parts  of  the  world.  These  people  love 
Ood  and  are  glad  to  serve  Him  with  their  means 
as  well  as  their  lives,  ones  they  are  made  to 
see  the  needs  of  all  our  klnj^fom  enterprises 

I  wish  to  take  this  means  of  calling  upon 
our  country  pastors  everywhere  to  emulate  the 
example  of  Brother  Lee  In  calling  out  tbe  aaoet 
liberal  support  of  tbe  country  brethren  and  sla¬ 
ters.  With  such  response  everywhere,  as  was  af¬ 
forded  by  the  Concord  association,  there  Is  no 
question  but  that  we  will  go  over  the  top  easily 
during  Victory  weak.

of  the  denomination.  Many  are  giving  and  will 
give  their  time  without  one  cent  of  charge  for 
their  services.  Theer  will  be  literally  thousands 
of  men  and  women  who  will  help  in  the  raising 
of  this  money  who  will  never  receive  one  cent 
of  compensation. 

But  are  we  doing  right  to  put  emphasis  on  the 
money  question  in  this  campaign.  We  do  not 
hesitate  to  say  that  there  is  great  need  of  em¬ 
phasis  on  this  matter  right  now.  Three  things 
make  this  necessary.  First.  The  money  is  need¬ 
ed,  is  a  necessity  to  accomplish  this  task.  It  can't 
he  done  without  it.  Second,  Men  need  for  their 
own  sakes  to  give  their  *  money  to  a  good  and 
holy  cause.  Third,  there  is  special  need  of  it  to¬ 
day  when  the  pull  of  the  world  and  the  love  of 
money  is  stronger  in  men  than  ever  before.  It 
is  for  our  own  sakes  that  we  need  to  give  far 
more  largely  than  we  ever  did. 

Money  Is  the  standard  of  value.  Our  valuation 
of  the  kingdom  of  God  needs  to  be  made  over; 
and  it  will  be  seen  In  this  campaign  how  much 
value  our  people  put  upon  their  own  religion, 
and  how  they  estimate  the  value  of  the  souls  of 
men  But  more  than  this,  the  money  we  give  will 
not  only  measure  our  estimate  of  the  works,  it 
will.  If  given  in  the  proper  amount  draw  out  our  own 
souls  in  genuine  interest  in  God's  kingdom  and 
Into  larger  love  for  him  and  his  work.  A  man 
will  follow  his  investment  with  solicitous  con¬ 
cern.  Where  our  treasure  Is  there  will  our  heart 
be  also.  Spiritually  is  .not  opposed  to  practical 
Christianity,  but  the  outgrowth  of  it.  8team  Is 
water  converted  Into  energy.  8o  spirituality  is 
the  power  which  comes  from  doing  the  Work  of 
Christ.  Heat  is  not  produced  by  wishing  for  It, 
but  by  the  combustion  of  wood  and  coal.  So 
bplrltually  Is  not  attained  by  sighing  for  it.  but 
by  practical  obedience  to  God's  commands. 


DOIRLK  STANDARD  AMONG  MEN 


We  hear  a  good  deal  here  and  there  about  the 
douhle  standard  for  men  and  women,  but  never 
a  word  in  favor  of  it.  This  has  been  allowed  to 
grow  up  and  establish  Itself  in  the  world  with¬ 
out  anybody's  being  sponsor  for  It.  and  yet  the 
Ideas  of  almost  all  people  have  come  to  be  in¬ 
fluenced  by  It.  Hardly  a  community  or  a  church 
or  a  family  but  guards  more  carefully  the  virtue 
of  its  women  than  of  its  men.  or  would  not 
feel  a  keener  sense  of  disgrace  and  shame 
„i  suspicion  cast  upon  its  women  than  upon 
the  men.  Let  us  be  thankful  that  we  have 
advanced  with  one  foot,  biit  let  us  not  stop  until 
we  have  brought  up  the  other  foot. 

But  it  is  not  about  the  double  standard  as 
between  men  and  women,,  but  as  between  one 
man  and  another,  or  one  class  of  men  and  an¬ 
other.  Nor  are  we  now  speaking  about  sex  prob¬ 
lems.  but  about  a  deeper  problem  that  underlies 
all  the  others,  namely  the  stewardship  of  life, 
the  standard  of  life  Itself  as  shown  in  the  deep¬ 
est  aim  of  the  soul.  Here  we  come  to  the  place 
where  the  final  standard  Is  set  up;  and  where 
the  world  has  erected  a  double  standard  for  men, 
one  for  preachers,  commonly  called  ministers, 
and  another  for  men  In  any  secular  occupation. 

We  are  not  now  speaking  of  the  differences  in 
the  standards  for  outward  conduct,  which  the 
world  has  made  and  malhtains,  one  for  preachers 
and  another  for  other  men.  This  Is  merely  Inci¬ 
dental.  though  It  might  be  a  proper  subject  for 
discussion.  But  we  are  speaking  of  the  different 
alms  in  life.  In  the  real  purpose  of  living  which 
are  supposed  to  pertain  to  preachers  and  other 
men.  The  very  fact  that  we  speak  of  preachers 
as  ''ministers”  shows  the  distinction  that  we 
make.  A  minister  is  a  servant.  A  preacher  is 
and  ought  to  be  a  servant.  That  Is  his  business  In 
life.  But  b>  what  standard  of  right  and  Justice 
is  he  or  ougnt  he  to  be  any  more  a  minister  or 
servant  than  any  other  Christian? 

We  do  not  use  the  word  servant  in  any  hu- 


would  be  greatest,  let  him  be  the  servant  of  all." 
Jesus  erected  by  word  and  example  a  new  stan¬ 
dard  of  honor.  We  have  been  slow  recognizing  It. 

But  he  did  not  erect  this  for  preachers,  he 
made  It  the  same  for  all.  A  Christian  Is  one  who 
has  the  spirit  of  Christ  and  Imitates  his  example. 
There  are  no  holy  orders  among  Christians.  It 
Is  more  correct  to  say  that  all  Christians  belong 
to  holy  orders.  All  ye  are  brethren.  A  man  who 
drives  oxen,  or  holds  a  plow,  or  runs  a  machine 
or  a  bank  or  a  railroad  Is  as  holy  in  the  sight 
of  God  as  any  preacher,  provided  hU  aim  In  life 
is  to  serve  others.  And  all  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  wearing  your  cloths  hind  side  before,  and 
holy  whine,  and  clerical  habit,  and  getting  be¬ 
hind  the  sjacred  desk  does  not  give  a  man  "holy 
orders"  but  rather  the  devoting  his  life  to  the 
service  of  Others. 

This  last  a  man  can  do  and  ought  to  do  out  of 
the  pulpit  as  well  as  in  it.  The  farmer,  merchant, 
lawyer,  doctor,  railroad  man  or  what  not  is  as 
much  under  obligation  to  make  his  life  one  of 
ministry  t|o  others  as  is  the  preacher.  We  are 
slow  to  learn  it  but  there  is  no  double  standard 
of  life  for  the  man  behind  the  pulpit  and  the  man 
behind  thd  plow  or  any  other  Instrument  of 
service.  Tie  old  prophet  looked  forward  to  the 
Christian  bra  and  declared  that  holiness  should 
be  on  the  horses'  bridles.  All  our  possessions  are 
Implements  of  service  to  God  and  men.  and  are 
holy.  •

that  the  immediate  future  will  see  a  new  world, 
and  that  the  churches  and  all  of  us  must  read 
Just  our  thinking  and  our  plans  accordingly 
Certainly  Jnuch  that  Is  being  said  is  true  and  all 
is  indication  of  conditions  of  which  we  ought  to 
take  serious  notice. 

To  the  mind  of  the  Christian  much  of  the  fer¬ 
ment  Is  due  to  the  working  of  the  leaven  of  gos¬ 
pel  truth  In  the  lives  and  institutions  of  men. 
The  gospel  Is  not  responsible  for  the  disorders 
among  men  nor  the  sinful  motives  or  men.  But 
the  impurities  of  society  must  be  brought  to  the 
surface  of  the  boiling  pot  In  order  that  they  may 
be  cast  off 

This  reorganization,  reconstruction,  re-forma- 
tion  which  is  going  on  is  the  regeneration  of 
which  Jesus  speaks  when  he  said,  "Ye  that  have 
followed  me  shall  In  the  regeneration  sit  on 
twelve  thrones."  Let  us  hope  that  the  Influence 
of  these  apostolic  men  shall  Indeed  be  dominant 
In  determining  the  results  of  the  present  ferment. 

describes  these  same  conditions  In  tl 
words:  Making  known  unto  us  the  mystery  of  bis 
will,  according  to  his  good  pleasure  which  he 
purposed  In  him,  unto  a  dispensation  of  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  the'  time,  ot  make  all  things  heal  up 
anew  In  Christ,  the  things  In  the  heavens  and  the 
things  which  are  on  the  earth."  This  is  the  Recap- 
latlon,  the  making  all  things  head  up  anew. 

But  before  there  can  be  a  proper  Recapula- 
tlon  there  must  be  a  Capitulation.  That  is  there 
must  be  a  genuine  surrender  to  Christ  of  our¬ 
selves.  our  will,  our  life,  our  all.  We  must  capi¬ 
tulate,  before  there  can  be  a  recapitulation.  In 
other  words  theer  must  be  an  individual  regen¬ 
eration,  before  there  can  be  a  social  regenera¬ 
tion,  a  new  man  before  there  is  a  new  society. 
The  d,  ty  It  upon  the  churches  and  Christians  to¬ 
day  more  urgent  than  It  ever  was  before  to 
evangelise,  to  make  disciples.  We  must  save  men. 
before  we  can  make  the  world  safe.  Every  church, 
every  preacher,  every  Christian  ought  to  seek  to 
save  the  lost.  We  must  In  our  preaching  and  work 
put  the  emphases  on  the  note  of  repentance  to¬ 
ward  God  and  faith  In  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We 
must  preach  salvation  from  sin  through  the 
blood  of  Christ.  We  must  bring  men  to  Capitulate 
and  the  right  sort  of  recapitulation  will  follow.

We  once  heard  the  story  of  how  a  negro  run¬ 
ning  for  office  in  the  reconstruction  days  turned 
the  Joke  of  his  opponent  who  claimed  that  he 
was  a  self-made  man.  Ilia  reply  was.  "My  friends, 
my  opponent  has  told  you  that  he  is  a  self-made 
man.  I  am  glad  to  hear  it,  for  it  relieves  Ood 
Almighty  of  a  fearful  responsibility.” 

The  truth  is  that  no  man  can  put  that  respon¬ 
sibility  on  the  Lord,  nor  on  anybody  else.  Every¬ 
man,  if  there  is  any  man  In  him,  Is  a  self-made 
man.  Other  people  may  furnish  us  the  oppor¬ 
tunity.  Ood  furnishes  us  with  the  raw  material. 
But  the  making  of  a  man  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
man  himself.  He  may  avail  himself  of  the  ma¬ 
terials  and  the  opportunity  or  be  may  fail  to  do 
so.  The  responsiblity  is  with  him.  It  is  a  proverb 
that  each  man  is  the  architect  of  his  own  destiny. 

Two  boys  in  the  same  community  grow  up. 
some  times  two  In  the  same  family.  One  becomes 
eminent  in  service,  the  other  a  hanger  on  or  a 
dead  beat.  Who  did  it?  Ten  young  men  in  the 
same  school  with  the  same  teachers  and  same 
surroundings  comef  to  maturity,  and  they  grade, 
thirty,  sixty  and  a  hundred.  Who  made  this  dif¬ 
ference?  The  answer  is  that  you  are.  what  you 
will  be.  and  you  do  what  you  will  to  do.  There 
Is  no  way  for  somebody  else  to  make  a  man  out 
of  you.  If  It  Is  ever  done  you  must  do  it  yourself. 
The  materials  are  on  every  band.  The  opportunity 
is  yours  from  God.  Young  man.  if  there  is  ever  a 
man  made  in  your  shoes  and  in  your  clothes  and 
in  your  skin  It  must  be  done  by  the  fellow  who 
is  on  the  Inside  of  them.  Other  folks  can't  do  It 
for  you.  God  in  heaven  is  ready  to  render  you> 
every  help,  but  you  must  do  It  yourself.  The  only 
kind  of  man  there  Is  in  a  self-made  man. 


The  SIN  IN  SIN  FEIN. 

The  name  of  this  Irish  society  or  party  means 
‘for  ourselves,"  and  therein  lies  the  sin  of  it.  The 
essence  of  sin  is  selfishness.  Whatever  is  self- 
centered  or  self-seeking  is  bound  to  be  wrong. 
Whoever  or  what  ever  seeks  its  own  without  refer-, 
ence  to  the  common  good,  Is  self  poisoning  and  In¬ 
jures  the  whole  body. 

The  real  welfare  of  self  is  the  welfare  of  all. 
Self  preservation  may  be  and  ought  to  be  for  the 
common  good.  It  is  for  this  reason  Paul  says  to 
Timothy,  "Take  heed  to  thyself  and  to  thy  teach¬ 
ing.  Proper  attention  to  his  own  spiritual  de¬ 
velopment  Is  necessary  to  make  him  a  good  minis¬ 
ter  of  Jesus  Christ. 

,  In  the  same  way  proper  interest  in  the  particu¬ 
lar  class  or  organization  to  which  we  belong  may 
be  right  and  necessary,  but  this  must  be  because 
of  and  secondary  to  our  Interest  in  the  whole. 
Loyalty  to  a  political  party  may  be  a  duty  because 
we  believe  its  principles  are  the  foundation  of  the 
common  good.  Membership  in  a  labor  union  may 
be  a  good  thing  because  It  protects  and  promotes 
the  Interest  of  a  large  body  of  people,  and  the 
welfare  of  this  body  may  contribute  to  the  good 
of  the  whole  nation. 

But  when  loyalty  to  a  political  party  becomes 
the  promotion  of  partisan  or  sectional  Interests; 
or  when  it  becomes  a  club  to  use  on  the  head  of 
another  simply  because  he  is  not  of  our  party, 
then  it  shares  the  sin  of  Sinn  Feinlsm.  It  In¬ 
jures  and  degrades  the  man  who  descends  to  1L 
To  some  of  us  this  seems  to  be  the  status  of  men 
in  the  United  States  Senate  who' would  tear  down 
the  work  of  constructive  statesmen  who  have  la¬ 
bored  for  months  to  save  the  world  from  the  rav¬ 
ages  of  blood  lust  and  war.  Unlike  Samson  who 
was  willing  to  sacrifice  himself  that  he  might  de¬ 
stroy  the  enemies  of  Ood  and  his  people,  these 
men  would  pull  down  the  temple  of  civilisation 
upon  a  ruined  world  that  they  may  play  for  doubt¬ 
ful  party  advantage. 

Of  the  same  type  is  the  man  or  organisation 
which  would  wreak  vengeance  on  a  whole  nation 
or  the  world,  if  only  his  union  can  be  put  at  the 
helm  of  administration.  An  organisation  which 
works  for  the  good  of  its  members  that  they  may 
render  the  best  service  to  the  world  Including 
themselves,  is  deserving  of  all  honor.  But  an 
organisation  of  capital  or  labor  which  would  wreck 


the  Interests  of  mankind  that  they  may  enjoy  a 
monentary  triumph,  is  unworthy  of  any  righteous 
man's  support  It  is  the  same  principle  that 
animates  the  highwayman  who  puts  a  pistol  at 
your  breast  and  takes  toll  of  all  passers  by.  Cap¬ 
ital  or  labor  that  acknowledges  no  obligation  to 
the  public  good  has  the  essential  sin  of  the  Sinn 
Felner.

A  CALL  TO  THK  YOUNG  MINIHTKIl 

(By  President  E.  Y.  Mullins) 

I  write  this  word  to  the  young  preacher  who 
has  not  been  to  the  seminary.  I  assume  that  he 
is  called  to  preach.  My  point  la  that  he  is  also 
called  to  get  ready  to  preach.  .God  doesn't  make 
mistakes.  Men  do.  The  man  who  refuses  God's, 
opportunity  for  training  puts  his  Ignorance 
against  God’s  wisdom.  He  puts  £is  Judgment 
against  God's  clear  call.  Some  men  are  compell¬ 
ed  to  leave  the  ministry.  Why?  Because  they 
never  fitted  themselves  for  their  work.  A  doctor 
or  lawyer  attempting  to  practice,  or  a  school 
teacher  wlthont  a  certificate,  would  be  barred 
by  law.  Special  training  Is  needed  for  special 
work.  If  not,  why  not  empty  a  quack  doctor? 
No  one  does  so  knowingly. 

A  man  may  say  he  Is  consecrated  to  the  cause 
and  that  he  Is  willing  to  be  laid  upon  the  nltar 
of  service.  This  may  be  true.  But  the  first  ques¬ 
tion  Is.  what  will  he  be  worth  when  he  Is  laid 
on  the  altar?  The  best  we  have  is  God's  require¬ 
ment  for  the  altar. 

If  you  tried  to  rescue  a  drowning  man.  the 
man  you  ought  to  rescue  would  wish  that  you 
were  a  trained  swimmer  and  strong  enough  for 
the  rescue.  You  might  be  perfectly  unselfish 
and  "consecrated"  to  the  task,  but  If  you  could 
not  swim  yourself  you  would  both  drown.  Con¬ 
secration  Is  fine  when  Joined  with  common 
sense.  Otherwise.  It  is  worthless. 

I  close  as  I  began.  If  God  calls  you  to  preach, 
he  calls  you  to  get  ready.  This  call  of  God  la 
louder  and  more  urgent  than  any  other  call  or 
any  flattery  of  friends  who  tell  you  that  you 
need  no  seminary  course.

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this  program  and  the  requests  we  should  make 
for  re-enforcement  In  personnel  and  the  material 
equipment  needed  both  for  our  old  stations  and  the 
new  stations  we  plan  to  open  In  connection  with 
the  Five  Year  Program. 

Before  giving  In  detail  a  description  of  the  en¬ 
largements  we  propose  to  make.  I  wish  to  make 
three  observations  about  the  spirit  of  this  great 
mission,  composed  of  fifty  consecrated  men  and 
women.  In  the  recent  world  war  we  learned  that 
the  morale  of  an  army  and  the  nation  which  sup¬ 
ports  it  plays  a  very  Important  part  In  winning 
the  victory.  Loyalty  to  principle  and  an  undy¬ 
ing  devotion  to  a  noble  cause  make  an  army  and 
a  nation  with  an  undefeatable  purpose.  This 
principle  also  holds  true  with  any  organisation 
that  Is  consecrated  to  the  advancement  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  in  the  earth.  Three  things 
have  been  definitely  and.  I  think,  finally  settled 
by  this  Mission  which  mean  much  for  its  future 
as  we  take  up  this  new  program  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists. 

First,  the  question  of  union.  For  several  years 
this  matter  was  before  our  Mission  in  various 
forms  and  often  the  debates  waxed  warm  and  vig¬ 
orous.  We  appreciated  the  fraternal  spirit  with 
which  our  pedobaptist  friends  approached  us  and 
were  especially  influenced  by  the  two  arguments 
of  an  economy  of  mission  funds  and  the  necessity 
of  the  little  groups  of  Christian  workers  and  na¬ 
tive  Christians  presenting  a  solid  front,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  the  mass  of  heathenism  which  sur¬ 
rounds  us  and  which  at  times  almost  overwhelms 
us.  But  we  came  in  time  to  realise  the  dangers 
which  this  movement  holds  for  Baptists  as  we 
saw  how  Baptist  principles  would  be  submerged 
in  a  movement  ao  largely  pedobaptlstlc  in  char 
acter.  We  knew,  unless  we  stood  uncompromis¬ 
ingly  now  for  these  principles,  that  in  time  the 
fight  which  was  made  for  a  regenerated  cnurch 
membership  and  all  Its  accompanying  correla 
fives  by  the  Baptist  churches  of  Europe  and 
America  would  have  to  be  fought  all  over  again 
by  the  churches  In  China.  When  one  hears  of  a 
Presbyterian  missionary  hurrying  out  Into  the 
country  to  sprinkle  a  dying  Chinese  baby  we 
know  that  this  victory  Is  not  yet  won. 

As  a  result  of  several  years  of  full  and  frank 
consideration  of  this  question,  the  North  China 
Mission  repudiated  finally  all  offers  of  a  share  In 
the  union  institutions  In  this  province.  This  was 
done  even  before  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
took  their  decided  action  on  the  matter  of  union 
work  on  mission  fields. 

Secondly,  this  Mission  is  wholeheartedly  evan¬ 
gelistic  In  spirit.  For  the  past  twenty  years  or 
more  there  has  been  a  very  decided  tendency  In 
China,  and  In  other  mission  fields  as  well,  to  sub¬ 
stitute  education  for  direct  evangelism.  This  has 
been  especially  true  among  the  pedobaptist  mis¬ 
sions  and  those  that  stand  for  the  union  move¬ 
ment.  It  was  the  necessarily  great  expense  of 
such  a  method  that  led  to  the  cry  for  the  economy 
that  would  be  brought  about  by  a  union  of  forces* 
and  equipment,  and  the  consequent  compromise  of 
principle  to  make  the  union  possible. 

There  were  a  number  of  causee  that  led  up  to  ] 
the  substitution  of  education  for  evangelism  which 
I  cannot  take  time  and  space  to  enumerate.  But 
that  the  tendency  prevailed  and  still  prevails  In 
many  quarters  has  been  testified  to  by  many  wit¬ 
nesses.  I  will  quote  one  of  the  most  recent  and 
Influential  witnesses  among  Baptists.  In  writing 
of  the  effect  of  the  higher  criticism  upon  mission 
methods,  Dr.  A.  H.  Strong.  President-Emeritus  of 
Rochester  Theological  Seminary,  in  his  new  book, 

"A  Tour  of  the  Missions,”  on  page  193,  writes  as 
follows: 

“What  Is  the  effect  of  this  method  of  interpre¬ 
tation  upon  missions?  I  have  just  come  from  an 
extensive  tour  In  mission  fields.  I  have  visited 
missionaries  of  several  denominations.  I  hare 
found  those  missions  most  successful  which  have  • 
held  to  the  old  gospel  and  to  the  polity  of  the  New 
Testament.  But  I  hare  found  a  growing  ten-  j 
dency  to  depend  upon  education,  rather  than  upon 
evangelism.  What  would  Peter  have  said  on  the 
day  of  Pentecost.  If  you  had  advised  him  not  to 
Incur  the  wrath  of  the  Jews  by  his  preaching,  but 
-- 
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to  establish  schools,  and  to  trust  to  the  gradual 
enlightenment  of  the  Jewish  nation  by  means  of 
literature?  ,  He  might  have  replied  that  our  Lord 
made  it  his  first  duty  to  'make  disciples'  and  only 
afterwards  to  ‘teach  them  to  observe  all  things 
which  he  had  commanded.’  Christian  schools 
and  Christian  teaching  are  necessary  in  their 
place,  but  they  are  second,  not  first." 

This  tendency  which  Dr.  Jtrong  has  observed 
in  his  recent  tour  of  China,  India  and  other  mis¬ 
sion  fields,  and  which  he  has  written  against  in 
his  book,  has  naturally  had  Its  Influence  upon  our 
Baptist  Missions,  stronger  upon  some  than  oth¬ 
ers.  and  It  was  to  combat  this  tendency  and  Its 
consequences  that  led  this  writer  to  address  the 
series  of  open  letters  to  Southern  Baptists  which 
he  wrote  several  years  ago. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  danger  of  this 
current  sweeping  our  North  China  Mission  from 
Its  moorings,  that  danger  now  has  passed,  and 
this  Mission  Is  unequivocally  committed  to  the 
evangelistic  method,  with  our  educational  work 
acting,  not  as  a  substitute  for  evangelism,  but  as 
Its  handmaiden,  training  the  churches  and  the 
children  of  the  native  Christians  for  service 

This  spirit  was  most  manifest  In  our  recent 
meeting  as  we  planned  for  the  future  of  our  Mis¬ 
sion  under  the  Ftvo  Year  Program.  Of  the  120 
new  missionaries  being  asked  for  under  Ibis  pro¬ 
gram.  eighty  or  two  thirds  of  the  number  are  for 
evangelistic  work.  The  Mission  also  unanimous¬ 
ly  adopted  the  policy  of  putting7  a  minimum  of 
two  men  and  two  single  women  -for  evangelistic 
work  In  each  main  section. 

Thirdly,  this  Mission  Is  ardently  evangelical  In 
belief  and  purpose.  There  are  no  higher  critics 
or  believers  in  the  new  theology  among  us  and 
we  do  not  want  any  such  sent  to  us  under  the  new 
program.  Dr.  Btrong  In  the  new  books  from 
which  l  quoted  above  has  shown  the  disastrous 
consequences  that  have  resulted  upon  the  mission 
field  by  the  coming  of  large  numbers  of  mission¬ 
aries  who  have  bad  their  faith  In  Ood's  word 
ind  the  fundamentals  of  Christianity  weakened 
and  their  loyalty  to  Christ  vitiated  by  the  teach 
•ng  of  higher  criticism  and  the  new  thetogy  In 
the  Seminaries  of  America  and  Europe.  As  many 
of  these  men  are  sent  out  to  teach  In  our  mission 
colleges  and  seminaries  these  institutions  are 
passing  under  the  control  of  men  whose  teaching 
is  sapping  the  faith  of  our  Chinese  Christians  and 
sending  to  the  churches  leaders  as  unsound  In 
doctrine  as  themselves. 

The  members  of  this  Mission  have  heard  with 
sorrow  and  concern  of  the  divisions  which  have 
been  brought  into  a  sister  Mission  by  men  of  this 
type  and  of  the  wrecking  pf  the  faith  of  the  Chin¬ 
ese  students  In  two  of  our  Baptist  Institutions 
by  their  unsound  teaching. 

While  our  Mission  took  no  formal  action  on  this 
Issue,  I  heard  some  strong  expressions  of  opinion 
by  some  of  the  leaders  of  the  Mission  which  ln- 
.  dicate  that  we  should  look  upon  the  forward  move¬ 
ment  as  a  calamity  rather  than  a  bleating  If 
among  the  reenforcements  we  are  asking  for  men 
of  unsound  faith  and  doctrine  should  be  sent  to  us 
For  myself,  I  would  urge  our  Foreign  Mission 
Board  to  look  to  our  Southern  Baptist  schools  for 
the  re-enforcements  they  plan  to  send  to  the 
mission  field.  Unfortunately  we  must  look  with 
suspicion  upon  the  students  who  are  being  grad¬ 
uated  from  northern  colleges  and  seminaries.  The 
men  who  are  causing  the  trouble  in  the  sister 
Mission  referred  to  above  are  nearly  all  of  north¬ 
ern  birth  or  training.  The  North  China  Mis¬ 
sion  does  not  want  any  men  sent  to  us  who  deny 
or  even  question  the  Inspiration  and  authority 
of  the  Scriptures,  the  Virgin  Birth  of  Christ,  the 
miracles,  the  atonement  and  other  fundamentals 
of  the  faith. 

Summing  up,  then,  this  Mission  has  determin¬ 
ed  to  have  no  part  in  the  union  movement,  not 
because  we  are  selfish,  but  because  we  believe 
Baptist  principles  are  too  important  for  the 
world’s  welfare  and  especially  for  China’s  to  be 
compromised  or  sacrificed  In  such  a  movement. 
Again  we  believe  that  the  Gospel  Is  the  power  of 
God  unto  salvation  to  those  that  believe  and  that 
our  Lord's  commission  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  ev¬ 


ery  creature  Is  still  binding  upon  us.  Important 
as  we  consider  education  as  a  supplementary 
agency  and  as  much  as  we  are  determined  to  nae 
It  for  the  training  of  our  Chinese  Christians  we 
know  that  In  the  plan  of  the  Holy  8plrit  for  the 
evangelisation  of  the  world  It  cannot  be  substitut¬ 
ed  for  the  direct  preaching  of  the  Gospel  to  ill 
men,  which  is  the  divine  plan.  And  thirdly  w» 
are  loyal  to  the  Bible  as  the  Word  of  God  and  as 
the  final  source  of  authority  for  the  churchra  of 
Christ  and  we  only  Invite  those  to  join  us  In  our 
work  who  believe  aa  we  do  about  It 

With  these  fundamental  principles  fixed  In  our 
minds  and  hearts  our  Mission  faces  the  future 
united  and  enthusiastic  for  a  great  forward  move¬ 
ment  and  our  spirits  are  attuned  to  tbs  spirit 
which  prompted  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
at  Atlanta  to  plan  the  Five  Year  Program 
After  giving  several  days  of  bard  work  to  the 
preparation  of  our  '  program  this  Mission  voted 
unanimously  and  heartily  to  ask  the  Foreign  Mia 
slon  Board  to  send  us  13#  new  missionaries  and 
3600,000  for  equipment 

Our  Mission,  with  the  aid  of  the  native  Home 
Mission  Society,  has  been  for  the  past  few  years 
rapidly  expanding  toward  the  western  part  of  this 
province.  For  fifty  years  our  work  haa  been 
confined  to  the  northeastern  section  of  the  prov¬ 
ince  In  what  is  known  as  the  Shantung  promoo' 
tory.  But  owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  tha  work 
west  ward ly  we  have  der  ided  to  extend  our  Mis¬ 
sion  dear  cross  the  province  of  Shantung.  This  Is 
One  of  the  most  thickly  populated  of  China's  prov. 
inces,  with  a  population  of  about  36  million  peo 
pie. 

In  eastern  Shantung  we  propose  to  open  Tstag 
tau,  an  Important  port  city  now  In  control  of 
Japan  and  the  center  of  the  controversy  between 
China  and  Japan;  also  Lungko.  an  Important  new 
port  city  on  the  north  side  of  the  promontory, 
near  Hwanghien,  and  which  Is  growing  rapidly. 
We  propose  to  make  all  these  fully  equipped  main 
stations  with  necessary  evangelistic  and  educa 
tionai  personnel  and  equipment.  We  also  pro¬ 
pose  to  give  all  the  old  stations,  numbering  seven, 
similar  treatment  In  adequate  personnel  and 
equipment 

But  we  are  not  only  planning  this  great  advance 
In  Shantung  Province  to  the  west,  but  we  are  also 
through  the  extent  of  the  rich  province  of  u«» 
planning  to  extend  our  Mission  to  the  north  right 
churls.  This  province  now  has  a  population  of 
about  16  million,  but  It  is  capable  of  supporting 
many  mors.  Our  Mission  and  native  Homs  Mla> 
alon  Society  hare  both  been  working  through  oat 
stations  In  Bouthern  Manchuria  for  some  years  as 
a  large  proportion  of  Manchuria's  population  are 
Shantung  people  who  have  emigrated  to  that  sec¬ 
tion  For  a  number  of  years  this  Mission  haa 
desired  to  occupy  this  splendid  provlhce  but  our 
force  of  workers  has  been  too  small.  But  with 
the  words  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  In 
our  ears  to  go  forward  we  have  determined  at  last 
to  enter  that  province  and  extend  our  Mission 
from  Dalny  on  the  south  to  Harbin  In  the  far 
north.  These  two  stations  will  be  occupied  first 
and  others  as  the  men  come  to  the  field  and  learn 
the  language.  We  are  asking  for  ten  men  and 
their  wives  for  evangelistic  work  In  Manchuria. 

In  Harbin  which  Is  both  a  Chtneae  and  a  Hus 
slan  city  we  plan  to  work  among  both  nationali¬ 
ties  and  It  Ig  our  hope  that  with  Harbin  as  a  bane' 
Bouthern  Baptists  will  penetrate  westward  Into 
the  great  empire  of  Siberia,  in  many  respects  ao 
much  like  our  own  great  west  In  America 
From  Chlnlngchow  on  the  southwest  to  Harbla 
on  the  northeast  is  a  mighty  stretch  of  territory, 
at  least  one  thousand  miles  In  length,  these  two 
large  provinces  being  Inhabited  by  6#  million  peo¬ 
ple.  almost  one  half  the  entire  population  of  the 
United  States  We  have  responded  to  the  rail  of 
Bouthern  Baptists  for  a  groat  program  by  Invit 
Ing  you  to  join  with  os  In  giving  the  pure  Gospel 
as  we  bold  It  to  these  fifty  million  Chinese  Tour 
call  has  Inspired  us.  We  are  sura  that  our  pro¬ 
gram  will  Inspire  you  as  It  haa  us  and  that  you 
will  not  fall  to  make  good  the  promise  of  the 
Five  Year  Program.

The  time  Is  here  to  redeem  that  heart 
made  pledge.  Your  secretary  sent  out  an  S.  O.  S. 
call  this  week  for  help  along  this  line.  Remem¬ 
ber  this  Is  not  a  "special.”

GETTING  TOGETHER 

Conditions  are  looking  good  for  the 
Baptists  In  this  part  of  the  state.  Not 
that  they  are  doing  so  much  In  a 
financial  way  aa  yet.  but  we  are  ex¬ 
pecting  greater  things  of  them  in 
the  near  future. 

Neshoba  county  Is  one  of  the  most 
populous  Baptist  counties  in  the 
state.  There  are  4 3  Baptist  churches 
some  3000  members,  10  ordaln'ed 
ministers.  So,  when  developed,  it  will 
be  a  mighty  power  In  Kingdom  af¬ 
fairs  . 

It  is  an  undeveloped  county.  There 
are  no  large  cities  or  towns.  Phila¬ 
delphia,  with  a  population  of  about 
2000,  Is  the  largest  town,  so  It  is  a 
rural  folk,  our  Baptist  host.  They  are 
good  honest  Baptists  of  the  John  the 
Baptist  i  type,  but  they  have  hot  been 
trained  along  present  day  lines  of 
progressive  kingdom  work. 

I  am  sure  that  as  soon  as  they  are 
brought  to  see  their  duty  they  will 
do  it  gladly,  willingly.  And  this  en¬ 
listment  work  Is  gradually  going  on. 
For  two  years  I  have  been  in  a 
county  campaign  in  the  country.  All 
of  our  churches  are  not  yet  up  to 
the  top,  but  there  Is  progress.  Most 
of  the  churches  now  have  Sunday 
schools.  Also  a  number  of  churches 
have  adopted  the  budget  system. 
Thus  we  do  move. 

A  few  years  ago  we  were  disturb-  1 
ed  with  the  Landmark  deflection. 
Quite  a  number  of  the  Baptist  min¬ 
isters  In  the  county  were  tainted  1 
with  this  doctrine  for  awhile,  and  ' 
about  three  churches  withdrew  from 
one  association  on  that  account.  But  | 
today  things  are  looking  better,  much 
beter.  The  ministers,  one  by  one,  have 
returned  to  their  first  love  and  are  v 
regulars  again.  Only  two  are  left  1 
outside  the  fold:  one  of  these  is  old  s 
and  retired  and  the  other  is  leaning  1 
this  way.  Soon,  we  feel  to  hope,  that  8 
the  erring  churches  will  be  in  line 
again  and  all  will  be  smooth.  In  fact, 
we  never  hear  it  mentioned  now,  but  H 
it  will  be  better  when  all  are  working  " 
together  again.
